Stresses career plan 


_ “There has been an over-erhpha- 
sis on the college major,” Watkins 
said. “We call ourselvesa liberal arts 
institution, yet we pressure students 
into declaring majors. The liberal 
arts education must be preserved.” 

Watkins referred to a study 
which he conducted revealing that 
employers prefer students with lib- 
eral arts skills, especially those who 
speak, write and think logically. 

Experiential learning is the key to 
a Career Development Program ac- 
cording to Watkins. Students 
shculd be allowed to practice in 
fields where their career interests lie 
while concentrating their study time 
on areas that are of academic, not 
necessarily career, interest to them.

outiined Prime Minister lan Smith's 
plan to hand over majority rule to 
the blacks.

Mlambo said there are whites in 


Rhodesia who support the black - 


cause and explained that they are 
often penalized for speaking against 
the government. “They can lose 
their citizenship if they have been 
naturalized and then deported to 
their original country,” he said. 
Mlambo also spoke out in favor of 
the missionaries who came to Rho- 
desia to set up schools and churches. 


_ “Many black politicans criticize the 


church because they associate to- 
day's missionaries with those that 
came and colonized the country 
many years ago. They have to real- 
ize that there are many differences. 
Some missionaries have made mis- 
takes but as people we are all going 
to make mistakes and we should be 

rateful that the missionaries 
came,” he said. 

Describing the relationship be- 
tween whites and blacks in Rhodesia 
he said, “The whites see it as a ser- 
vant/master relationship. If you 
are a white you cannot even visit a 
black person without a permit. 


Mlambo said his own passport Is 
not a right but a privilege that can 
be taken away anytime. He also re- 
alizes that he is being watched 
while he is in the United States. 

Mlambo addressed the American 
fear of communists infiltrating 
Rhodesia when the blacks gain ole 
jority rule.

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The Student Affairs Committee (SAC) last spring spent a 
great deal of time working on the revision of then-existing fire 
safety regulations in Clarke's residence halls. The purpose of 
the revision was to minimize the potential for fire. 

SAC investigation resulted in an expansion of fire safety 
rules. Possible disciplinary action was to be taken against of- 
fenders in the event they refused to remove potential hazards 
following a warning. 

An inspection of all residence hall rooms each semester, to 
be conducted by the resident advisors, became established pol- 
icy and was to be implemented in the Fall semester of 1978. 

Cooking appliances (toasters, coffee pots, frying pans, pop- 
corn poppers) were banned from use in dorm rooms, allowed 
only in the residence hall smokers and kitchenettes. Portable 
electric heaters were also outlawed under the revised regula- 
tions. Restrictions were placed on the use of extension cords, to 
be used only as extension devices, with just one electrical appli- 
ance plugged into each cord.
